A Genuine Lock of Washing- 
ton 9 Hair. 

A description of this old time relic 
has been published several tinvs, and 
many have seen and heard of It, though 
it may sound unresionable to many of 
the readers of the ROUNDABOUT. 
JSeverthcles8,tt is all true, and may in- 
terest many of them. 

General L me, an o ttcer on Wash- 
ington's staff, during t- Revolution- 
try War asked Gen. Washington for 
h lock of nis hair, when Washington 
said: "IwlfldoiO, if you will not rtv. 
cu'ic - U because I am a General but as 
a friend*" On the death of General 
Lane his son fell heir to the original 
lock of hair. This son became in- 
volved in a heavy law suit and em- 
ployed the aid of his friend, Gov. Chaa. 
S. Morehead, then a prominent lawyer, 
v and told him if he won the suit for him 
he would divide with liiin the lock of 
' hair. Gov. Morehead, by shrewd man- 
agement, won the case and came Into 
possession of one-half of the look as 
his fee. The Governor becoming deaf 
In one ear, told Miss E n ma Barstow, 
now Mrs. 11 B. Jillson,that if her rem 
edy cured him as it had her, he would 
make her a handsome present, that 
but one other on earth could do. Her 
remedy proved successful and Mrs. R. 
H. Jllleon came Into possession of one- 
quarter of the original loc'.i of General 
George Washington's hair. Gov 
Morehead promised Mrs. Jllluon a copy 
of the letter written by the plaintiff, 
Which contained the full history of 
the hair, but by neglect she failed 
to obtain it. The lock of hair Is 
now in Mrs. Jillson's possession, en- 
closed in an old fashioned gent's English 
pin, which belonged to her great great 
great grandfather, and is known to be 
over UMI years old, brought to this 
country In 1812. Gov. Morehead'* 
daughter fell heir to the other I of the 
lock. Hhe moved to Chicago some 
years since to reside, and it is presum- 
ed that it was lost in the great fire In 
October 1871, as nothing has been 
heard of it. Anyone desiring to see 
the lock of hair and pin can do so by 
calling at Mr. It.
